Corner-Stone of the New UCollege— 
Some Interesting and Instructive 
Sermons Preached. 


> 


The exercises attendant upon the laying 
of the corner-stone of the new Occidental 
University—an institution of learning 
founded under the direction of the Presby- 
terian Church—took place at Boyle Heights 
yesterday at 10 o’clock upon the site se- 
lected for the proposed new edifice. A 
large number of persons were present at the 
ceremonies, which were of an extremely 
solemn and impressive nature. The order 
of the ceremonies was as follows: 

(1.) Invocation, by Rev. J. M. Boal. 

(2.) Musie by the choir, consisting of 
Messrs. Booth and Fish, and Miss George, 
of the First Presbyterian Church choir. 


(3.) Oration, by Rey. J. Brice Bowman, 
D.D., as follows: 

When Meses was in the mount with the 
Lord there was given to him a ravishing 
vision of “things in the heavens:” and 
then. when the time came for him to erect 
the tabernacle, the Lord gave him this 


solemn admonition: “See that thou make 
all things according to the pattern showed 
to thee in the mount.” Consequently that 
building became a symbolic structure, 
fashioned after a heavenly style ef archi- 
tecture, and serving as an adumbration of 
paradisical glories. 

In like manner, long afterward, there was 
vouchsafed to John, in the Isle of Patmos, 
a magnificent vision of the Church in 
heaven. “I was in the spirit,” he says, 
“and behold there was a throne set on 
heaven, and one sitting upon the throne. 
And round about the throne were four and 
twenty thrones, and upon the thrones I saw 
four and twenty presbyters sitting, arrayed 
in white garments, and on their heads 
When, therefore, we or- 
ganize the Church here on earth after the 
model of presbytery, we congratulate our- 
selves upon the assurance that we are con- 
formed unto the heavenly “pattern.” 

And now, if we could have a Presbyterian 

le of architecture—if we could have a 
oses to direct and a Bezaleel to execute— 
if we could symbolize in stone our ancient 
and  promgeoe- creed and government, there 
would be nothing left to desired. Such 
a typical Presbyterian building would com- 
bine the awful mystery of the Egyptian, the 
delicate ce of .the Greek, the cross- 
crowned spire of the Gothic—would be vocal 
like Memnon, and oracular like Delphos— 
and, like the burning bush, would be all 
ablaze with the light of the glory of God. 

This —e eal cannot, however, be 
materialized—and so, here, today, in laying 
this corner-stone and foundation of a Pres- 
byterian University, to be erected and dedi- 
cated to the glory of God and the praise of 
His great name, conforming ourselves to 
the possible, we indicate a building, after 
the style knownkas the Renaissance—a 
of the earth, earthy—nevertheless a build- 
ing which shall be a distinguisbed ornament 
to this fair city of the angels and a ‘“‘monu- 
ment more lasting than brass” of that Pres- 
byterianism, whose ‘“Jachin and Boaz” 
have ever been the church and school. 

Theae walls, now in process of erection, 
shall be “a garden enclosed’”’—a “‘seminary’ 
in the true sense of the word—where the 
seeds of truth shall be scattered broadcast— 
where the culture shall be constant— 
where the harvest shall consist in a genu- 
ine education—meaning by education not 
simply the inculeation of knowledge, but 
the development of powers; not simply the 
training of the mind, but the training of 
the heart. From this enclosure are to go 
forth the boys, as plants grown up in their 
youth, and the girls, as corner-stones, all 
pacemee after the similitude of a palace. 

he boys agg equipped and eager for the 
battle of life, ike the three hundred heroes 
of Gideon, ready for any duty—fitted to 
adora any station. The girls, cultivated 
and refined, prepared to control the age by 
moulding its civilization; able to direct its 
events by formulating its ideas, and wield- 
ing irresistible power by making their own 
lofty ane the standard of good society; 


_ by reigning as queens in lovely households 
and by training up a generation for God 
and the Father-iand. “Sire,” said the

The geology here shall not be limited to 
strata and fossils and glacial pees, but 
shall pass through aeons and aeons of 
aeons, and shall confront the learner with 
“the foundations of the earth’ and with 
Him who was before all worlds and in 
whom all things consist.

To only one word in the title of this 
school do I take any exception, which is the 
word Occidental—a goodly word,very sonor- 
ous and almost sesquipedalian, but 1 hesi- 
tate as to the significancy.

I recall to your minds the famous and 
familiar address of Franklin in the con- 
vention that framed the Constitution of the 
United States. While the members were 
aflixing their signatures to the document 
Benjamin Franklin arose from his seat and

the horizon, said: “Mr. President, painters 
in their art have found it difficult to distin- 
guish, on canvas, between a rising anda 
setting sun, and often in the course of this 
convention, in the vicissitudes of hope 
and fear, as to the issue of these delibera- 
tions.

At the 
East we have many institutions with great 
endowments—with the completest equip 
ments and the ablest faculties. There the 
college or the is is accounted the 
chureh’s necessity. Wherever the church 
s, auder our polity, the college quickly 
ollows. Here on the Pacific coast we have 
& notable exception. The wisdom of the 
established policy of the church has always 
been confessed by Presbyterians here, but 
somehow we are, up to this hour, without 
an institution of learning that bears even 
the name of ccllege or university. 
of the ject of the nis 
cation goes on year by year res 
and synod, and our accredited local chure 
organ, but so far nothing has oeen done. 
No Presbyterian college exists on this coast. 
We have, indeed, a Theological Seminary 
in San Francisco. Large original gi! fts have 
n made to found and suitably endow 
this seminary. The churches from Portland 
to San Diego have been appealed to, and 
have liberally contributed to this cause, and 
now it can be truthfully saia, that we have 
a Theological Seminary with ample funds. 
to guarantee not only its establishment, 
but its permenance and development. We 
call attention to the report to the last Gen- 
eral Assembly to show that the preparatory 
training in science and art and letters is a 
prior and more imperative need than the 
school of theology. The six students of the 
catalogue at the end of the sixth year of the 
seminary furnish an unanswerable arcu- 
ment in favor of providing, first, the train- 
ing school or college, rather than the pro- 
— schools for theology,or law,or medi- 
cine. 

But other considerations make the matter 
of building > somewhere on this coast an 
institution of the higher order an impera- 
tive duty on the part of the numerous and 
rapidly increasing membership of our de- 
nomination. Christian education is impos- 
sible today in the public schools of this 
State. The crowds that are rushing hither 
must attend the schools of other denomina- 
tions or grow up either without education or 
in schools that are Godiess and Christless. 

Something more than a year ago the pro- 
ject now on hand was first thought of. It 
originated in the local Presbyterian Minis- 
terial Association. 

‘rhe building that is to rise out of these 
foundations will be a fine structure._It “is 
to be of brick, to be 65x85 feet, and four 
stories. The ground floor will used for 
dining, laundry and storerooms. The main 
floor will contain the chapel, reception par- 
lors, president’s office and recitation room.

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A PAGAN ADVENTURESS. 


NOVEL SEQUEL TO A CHINESE 
ELOPEMENT CASE. 


How Lin Fung Swindled LosjAugeles 
Chinese Merchants, Kan Away 
and Married on the Money She 
Obtained So Cleverly. 


{San Diego Union.) 

Pagan social circles in this city and 
Los Angeles are all agog with excite- 
ment over a social sensation which bids 
fair to wear longer than the proverbial 
nine days. On Thursday, when an 
account of the elopement and marriage 
of Lin Fung, a Chinese damsel of Los 
Angeles, to a San Diego Mongol named 
Tom Kin How was published, little at- 
tention was paid to the case, as it was 
thought to be one of the ordinary 
‘every-day Chinese marriages, where 


one high-binder steals another's 
woman, and in order to more 
securely hold her. invokes the 


marriage law of the’ State. The 
case in question, however, proves to be 
out of the usual run, and now comes a 
sequel, which places the bride in the 
role of an accomplished adventuress 
and confidence woman. After the 
couple were married, on Wednesday, 
by Recorder Monroe, they drove to 
Chinatown and helda reception. The 
affair was, from a Chinese standpoint 
agrand one. Immediately afterwar 
the bride and groom disappeared from 
public gaze, and inquiries in China- 
town failed to disclose their where- 
abouts. 
A WARRANT FOR LARCENY. 

Almost simultaneously with their dis- 
appearance came news from Los An- 
ge es that warrants had been issued 
or the bride on charges of larceny. 


. Friends of the couple denied a sugges- 


tion that they had moved to Ensenada, 
and said that if the people in Los An- 
geles said so, the woman would go back 
and stand trial. ‘It was learned yester- 
day that Mrs. Tom Kin is badly 
wanted in the City of Angels. The 
story of the bride’s departure from Los 
Angeles and the manner in which 
it was made, was told to a Union 
reporter last evening by a China- 
man who arrived yesterday in search of 
the couple. It appears that the bride's 
home in the City of Angels was located 
in a small cu! du sac in the worst part 
of Chinatown. Her companions were 
three or four other women of the same 
class. Lin, however, was the prettiest 
of the lot, and as Chinese go, she was a 
beauty. Pagan merchants of high de- 
gree were numbered among her ad- 
mirers and paid court to her, and it was 
the merchants that figure as her victims 
to the tune of about $4000. 

“IT tell you,”’ said the Chinaman, 
“that woman all the same your Ameri- 
can adventuress. She very smart, and 
I am afraid the men she swindled will 
have a very. hard time getting their 
money back. I come down here for the 
merchant, to see what I can do towards 
a settlement. If the men can get a 
good part of the money back, no will 
prosecute her; but if she refuses, she 
will be taken back and prosecuted for 
obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses.” 

HEK MODUS OPERANDI. 

When asked to explain how the 
woman swindled the merchants, the 
Chinaman related that Lin had her 
admirers visit her surreptitiously and 
at different times. She made them be- 
lieve that she was receiving their visits 
against the wishes and without the 
knowledge of her owner; that, if she 
were found out, she would be severely 
punished by her master. She made 
each man believe that she was deeply 
in love with him and took chances 
of her owner’s wrath simply on 
that account. During the visits of her 
admirers the woman poured into their 
ears tales of the hard life she was 
leading, and dwelt upon the fact that 
her term of servitude was far from an 
end, because she still owed her owner 
several hundred dollars of her purchase 
money. If she was only free she 
would become the wife of the listener. 
Nothing was simpler. The misguided 
man would furnish the necessary 
funds. This each one did, and 
among five or six Chinese mer- 
chants, who were chuckling with 
the thought that he would soon be the 

rof the pretty Lin, she raised 
bout $4000. 
Each man was beguiled out of from 
$500 to $800. The money was given to 
the woman, and when, a few mornin 

0, it was reported in Los Angeles 
Chinese circles that Lin had disappear- 
ed the night before, the several mer- 
chants wondered not, but each jubilated 
and lived in anticipation of a. 
word from Lin that she was free an 
would join him at once. 

HOPE DISPELLED. 

This hope lasted, but twenty-four 
hours, and then came the news that 
wily Lin had eloped with a pagan of 
low degree and married him.  Follow- 
ing the surprise and chagriu the usvfal 
expedient of warrants of arrest was re- 
sorted to, and word was telegraphed to 
this city on Thursday to arrest the 
woman. It was too late, however, as 
the parties could not be found. Then 

esterday’s train brought down the 
inaman seen by the Union reporter. 
He, as stated, will aid the officers in 
locating the couple, and if a settlement 
cannot be made the woman will be 
taken back for trial. 

In speaking of the probable where- 
abouts of the couple it is thought by 
those in position to know that they are 
hiding in Chinatown, but it is more 
than likely that they have driven across

future, however, will be very unsafe, as 
the merchants who were swindled, 
together with the late owner of the 
woman, wil] follow the pair tothe end 
of the earth if necessary in order to get 
even.

EMMA WILLIAMS’ DEATH 


ONCE CHARGED WITH A TERRI- 
BLE MURDER. 


Am Adyenturous Woman's Varied 


Career—Love, Wealth, Passion, 
Poverty—A Reminiscence 
of Dr. Burdell’s Murder. 


{San Francisco Call. | 

Mrs. Emma Williams, wisi death 
occurred in New York City last Tues- 
day, was Mrs. Cunningham, who, in 
1857, was the principal defendant in 
the trial in that city for the Killing of 
Dr. Harvey Burdell, a case which be- 
came one of the cause celebre of the 
Empire City. 

Dr. Burdell, a wealthy dentist of 
New York; resided at 31 Bond street. 
He owned the house, but rented it to 
Mrs. Cunningham, ‘who sublet bim 
apartments, and in time became his 
housekeeper. The doctor was, on the 
morning of the 3ist of January, found 
dead on the floor of his room. He had 
received forty or fifty stabs. He had 
evidently made a desperate effort to 
defend his life against his assas- 
sins, as evidences of a terrible strug- 
gle were seen in the wrecked fur- 
niture, with slashes of blood on 
the walls and pools of crimson gore on 
the floor. The murderers left no clue 
by which to identify them, but stron 
suspicion fellon Mrs. Cunningham an 
John J. Eckel, a boarder tn the house. 
Both were charged with complicity in 
the crime and put on trial for their 
lives. Some singular testimony was 
produced on the part of the defense 
during the trial. There was nothing 
but circumstantial evidence to offer on 
the part of the prosecution, and the 
intimate relation existing between Mrs. 
Cunningham and the deceased formed 
the strongest link in the chain. To 
break the force of this, it was claimed 
by the defense—what ‘had never been 
known or suspected before—that Dr. 
Burdell and Mrs. Cunningham had 
been pigeon | married. Rev. Dr. Snod- 
grass, a well-known clergyman, it was 
asserted, had performed the ceremony. 
The minister, when placed on the wit- 

ness-stand, swore that he had married 
her to somebody; he could not positively 
describe the groom, but believed that 
Eckel, her co-defendant, was the man. 
The testimony on the part of the prose- 
cution was not at all strong, and both 
the defendants were acquitted. 

After her release Mrs. Cunningham 
brought suit in the Surrogate’s Court 
to establish her claim to Dr. Burdell’s 
estate as his widow, and pretended to 
be confined of a child, which she as- 
serted was Dr. Burdeil’s. It was 

roven by Oakey Hall, prosecuting at- 

rney, that this child had been smug- 
gled to herin a basket. from the alms- 
house. She was defeated in her suit, 
i soon afterward went to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Not long after Mrs. Cunningham’s 
removal to San Francisco she became 
acquainted with a wealthy mining 
man, the owner of extensive copper 
mines at Muleje, Lower California. He 
became smitten with the charms of the 
attractive widow and su uently 
married her. But dissipation and death 
soon broke the matrimonial sitanae. 
She was again a widow. By the terms 
of the will of her last husbaftd she be- 
came the exclusive owner of the 
of which he was possessed, 

cluding the copper mines. They 
were supposed to of great value, 
and she began to look around for a 
competent manager of her estate. Her 
choice now fell on a well-known mining 
superintendent, an Englishman of com- 
manding presence, and the twain were 
soon united. 

But her hopes of increased worldly 
wealth were doomed to disappoint- 
ment. Water flooded the mines, and 
much of her means was exhausted in 
procuring expensive machinery, which 

free the mines from the 
aqueous fluid. 

Some three or four years ago she sold 
her mining property at Muleje, with 
several thousand acres of land, to a 
syndicate of. Boston capitalists, and 
some $20,000 or $30,000 was to be paid 
down. But the tide had turned against 
her. When it seemed that she was 
about to be well rid of her oer | 
elephant her plans were frustrate 
The agent of the syndicate, who 
was sent to California with funds 
agreed upon, to make the transfers, ap- 
propriated the money and left his prin- 
cipals and Mrs. Williams to mourn. 
Since that time continued efforts have 
been made by the couple to dispose of 
the mine. One of the main objects of 
their removal to this city was to effect 
a sale, but success has not attended 
their endeavor. It is due to truth to 
say that the last marriage venture of 
the deceased was apparently the hap- 
piest, as Capt. and Mrs. Williams have 
always appeared to be a most devoted 
couple.
